MAY COVER RUMOR 
OF $10,000 Bhibt 


Former Marshal, Named 
in Report, Will Ask 
for Vindication. 


IS WILLING TO DROP 
IMMUNITY, HE SAYS 


Inquiry May Cause Delay Into 
Alleged Conspiracy to 
Obtain Millions. 


Guthrie, Okla., Jan. 10 (By A. 
P.).—Rumors circulated in Okla- 
homa that a $10,000 bribe was re- 
sponsible for the failure of previous 
investigations into the alleged con- 
spiracy of death in the Osage In- 
dian country several years ago 
probably will be brought before the 
Federal grand. jury: when it re- 
sumes its deliberations here tomor- 
row. 

Alva McDonald, formerly United 
States marshal for western Oklaho- 
ma, declared today that the rumors 
had been directed at him and he 
said he would demand that he be 
heard by the jury. 

“I know that these rumors have 
mentioned myself and another for- 
mer official of dividing a $10,000 
bribe which was purported to have 
been taken from an attorney at 
Pawhuska,” he said. ‘The other 
official mentioned never had a 
thing to do with the Osage in- 
quiry. As for myself, I was volun- 
tarily called in by the special gov- 
ernment men and gave every assist- 
ance that could be given. 


Would Go Before Jury. 


“T should be given a chance to 
stop such knife work against me. 
It is unfair that these false rumors 
are going about and I can’t say any- 
thing to stop them. I intend to go 
before the jury if it is possible.’’ 
The former marshal said he was 
ready to waive all immunity and 
that all he desires is a hearing. 
Should he go before the jury it 
would delay temporarily the investi- 
gation of the alleged operations of 
a band of conspirators which is held 
responsible for the deaths of a num- 
ber of Osage Indians and others. 
The government is trying to de- 
termine the truth of the theory that 
the victims died so that approxi- 
mately $2,000,000 in Indian money 
might pass into the hands of the al- 
leged conspirators. 

Two indictments were returned 
yesterday in the jury’s first report. 
They charge W, K. Hale, ‘‘king of 
the Osage hills’’ and John Ramsey, 
a cowboy-farmer with murder in 
connection with the death of Henry 
Roan, an Indian who was shot to 
death. Hale was named beneficiary 
of Roan’s $25,000 life insurance 
policy. 

Second Murder Charge. 


It was tke second murder charge 
against Hale, State authorities hav- 
ing charged him with the death of 
W. E. Smith, 
fax. 
servant girl, were killed when their 
home was blown up shortly after 
Roan’s: death. 

Hale is a ranchman who came 
from Texas a quarter of a century 
ago and prospered. He is reputed 
to be wealthy and owns extensive 
ranch lands in the Osage country. 
He has for years been regarded as 
one of the influential men of Osage 
county and his broad acres and 
roaming herds seemed to suggest 
the title of ‘‘king.” 

Several years ago he was charged 
with cattle rustling but the charge 
was dismissed for lack of evidence.

| Alcohol Given as Cause 
Of Leaves Turning Red 


New York, Jan 10 (By A. P.). 
} Alcohol, which long has been 
blamed for coloring the human 
nose with a roseate tint, is now 
put forth by sober scientists as 
the reason why leaves turn red 
in the autumn, 

S. G. Hibben, expert of the 
Westinghouse Lamp Co., who 
has been delving into the effects 
of light on plants, said today 
that the old theory that foliage 
changed color and dropped off 
because of winter's chill touch 
was erroneous. He has discov- 
ered that chemical reactions in 
the leaves of plants of certain 
periods in their life cycle cause 
them to reject sunlight, regard- 
less of the weather. 

With the shutting out of the 
sunlight growth is retarded, food 
is stored in the roots and trunk — 
and fermentation finally begins 
to take place in the leaves. In 
the process of fermentation 
alcohol is produced in the leaves, 
Reraetesati the color.

Simmons Will Present

WANT SINKING FUND 
TO PAY PUBLIC DEBT 


Would Repeal Capital Stock 
Levy; House Normal Income 
Tax Rates Approved. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Tax reduction of $500,000,000 
this year,.or approximately $170,- 
000,000 more than provided by the 
House revenue bill, was proposed 
yesterday in a program drafted by 
Democratic members of the Senate 
finance committee. 

Senator Simmons declared the in- 
crease above the $330,000,000 re- 
duction limit set by the House and 
approved by Secretary Mellon could 
be accomplished and still permit re- 
tirement of the public debt at the 
end of 32 years, the maximum time 
now contemplated by the Treasury. 

He would pay the public debt 
entirely from the sinking fund 
created for this purpose, but would 
require that the cost of the sinking 
fund be cut by applying to it the 
annual receipts from foreign gov- 
ernments on account of war debt 
payments. 

“Under the present law,” he ex- 
plained, ‘‘the $253,000,000 annual- 
ly set apart as a sinking fund {is 
raised by taxation and used for the 
retirement of our indebtedness, and 
in addition to that, the amount an- 
nually received from our foreign 
debtors, estimated for this year at 
more than $175,000,000, is likewise 
applied to the retirement of our in- 
debtedness.,”’ 


To Present Plan Today. 


Senator Simmons will present the 
Democrats’ program to the finance 
committee today when it takes up 
consideration of the rate schedules, 
but Republican members, who have 
a 10-to-7 majority, have indicated 
they would vote for the schedules 
written into the bill by the House, 
with perhaps some less extensive 
modifications. The real showdown 
on the rate fight, therefore, is not 
likely until the measure is consid- 
ered on the floor of the Senate, 
where Democrats hope to draw 
enough support from the Republii- 
can ranks to insert some of their 
schedules -in the bill. 

Revision of the House surtax 
schedules on incomes between $22,- 
000 and $100,000, as proposed by 
the Democrats, would increase the 
tax reduction on this account by 
$44,000,000 over that in the House 
measure, Senator Simmons said. The 
House surtax reductions were con- 
fined to rates applying on incomes 
between $44,000 and $100,000. 

“The average reduction made in 
the House bill on incomes between 
$10,000 and $20,000 is 25 per 
cent,’’ Senator Simmons said, ‘‘upon 
incomes between $20,000 and $100,- 
000 is 9 per cent and upon incomes 


“The schedule proposed by the 
minority will provide for an average 
reduction upon incomes up to $20,- 
000 of 25 per cent, upon incomes 
from $20,000 to $100,000 of 24 per 
cent and on the incomes over $100,- 
000 of 50 per cent.” 


$30,000,000 Cut on Dues Levy. 


Repeal of the capital stock tax 
applying on corporations would cut 
government revenue by $94,000,- 
000, it was estimated, while repeal 
of the levies on admissions and 
dues would account for. $30,000,- 
000 more annually. 

Commenting on the proposed re- 
peal of the capital stock levy, Sen- 
ator Simmons declared the tax ‘‘is 
peculiarly discriminatory against 
the weaker corporations and is dis- 
tinctly a nuisance tax.’ 

Approval by the Democrats of 
the House normal income tax rates 
virtually means these reductions 
will become law, since Republicans 
have indicated favor of these ag 
well as the increased personal] ex- 
emptions also approved by the mi- 
nority. 

The normal rates would be cut 
from’ 2 to 1% per cent on the first 
$4,000 of taxable income, from 4 
to 3 per cent on the next $4,000 of 
income, and from 6 to 5 per cent 
on the remainder of income. Per- 
sonal exemptions would be in- 
creased from $1,000 to $1,500 for 
single persons and from $2,500 to 
$3,500 for married persons.

MARKLE PROPOSAL 


FOR HUGHES TD END 
GOAL STRIKE FAILS 


Miners, at Sunday Talk 
With Owners, Reject 
New Suggestion. 


GENERAL WALKOUT 
URGED ON THE UNION 


District Committee Says It 
Would Help to Speed the 
Workers’ Victory. 


New York, Jan. 10 (By A. P.).— 
Anthracite miners and operators 
after nearly a five-hour session to- 
day, failed to come to any under- 
standing, and adjourned until 10 
o’clock tomorrow morning. It was 
the first Sunday session ever held 
in the long history of hard coal 
wage conferences. 

The operators voted down a pro- 
posal for a night session offered by 
the miners. Two proposals were 
voted down, one by the miners and 
the other by the operators. Chair- 
man Alvan Markle proposed, ac- 
cording to a statement issued, that 
since the parties could not agree 
on a contract, the miners’ proposal, 
the operators’ plan, and the Markle 
should all be submitted to 
Charles E. Hughes, former Secre- 
tary of State, to consider all sug- 
gestions and formulate a plan that 
would be the basis for a contract. 
The operators voted ‘‘Yes”’ for Mr. 
Markle’s proposal, but the miners 
voted against it. Mr. Hughes was 
counsel for the United Mine Work- 
ers of America before he became 
Secretary of State. It is understood 
that the miners were not opposed 
to Mr. Hughes himself, but looked 
upon the latest Markle proposal to 
throw all plans into a basket and 
have Mr. Hughes make a decision 
on them, as a form of arbitration. 

Miners Offer 5-Year Plan. 

The statement issued by the con- 
ference said the miners offered what 
they designated as a ‘‘revised Mar- 
kle plan.”’ The principal provisions 
were an agremeent for five years 
which could be changed by a board 
created under the plan. A board 
would be established, consisting of 
two miners, two operators and three 
representatives to be selected by 
Mr. Hughes, the former Secretary of 
State. The board would investi- 
gate and determine whether the 
operators can reasonably pay a 
wage increase. If the board should 
determine on an increase, it would

Records of miners and operators 
were to be made available to the 
board.. The board would investi- 
gate, determine and recommend 
means for avoiding suspension of 
mining, and for assuring the public 
an uninterrupted supply of coal. 
The board would also investigate

cost of operations. 

Joint Commission nega 


Under this revised Markle plan 
a joint commission consisting of 
one miner, one operator, and a con- 
ciliator, would be created in each 
of the three anthracite districts, to 
work for greater cooperation, har- 
mony and efficiency in the industry. 
The commission would have the 
support and cooperation of opera- 
tors, district organizations and the 
international] union. 

The check-off would: be limited 
to $14 a year. The board of con- 
ciliation created by the Roosevelt 
commission of 1903 would be con- 
tinued to equalize wages, as pro- 
vided in the agreement of 1923, 
and to handle matters in relation 
to conditions.

Shall we provide in advance by 
Statute that in our next war the 
United States will fight under the 
direction of a virtual dictatorship? 

This is the question put up to 
Congress by the Capper-Johnson 
bill providing for universal draft 
of man power, the mobilization of 
material resources and control of 
prices by the President. The meas- 
ure is indorsed by the War Depart- 
ment and the American Legion. 

The military affairs committees 
of Congress soon are to hold hear- 
ings on the bill at which arguments 
for and against its provisions will 
be submitted. Numerous labor 
and other’ organizations have 
manifested hostility to the meas- 
ure on various grounds, among 
them being the contention that it 
proposes: to set up a dangerous 
dictatorship in time of war. 

Secretary of the Navy Wilbur is 
inclined to think that a constitu- 
tional amendment would be neces- 
sary to enablo the President in 
time of war to commandeer ma- 
terials at less than the market 
price and suggests the danger of 
such legislation leading to a dite 
tatorship. 


Fears For Government Safety. 


“It seems to me,” said. Secre- 
tary Wilbur in discussing ths .pro- 
posed legislation, “‘that we o t 
to be very careful in our enthus? 


for the greatest and highest effi- 
clency in the event of war not to 
overlook the fact that authoriza- 
tion of acts which destroy liberty 
during war may lead to a destruc- 
tion of the government itself.

Ziang Sun Wan, 
Chinese student condemned to 
death one year later for the mur- 
der, goes on trial again this morn- 
ing with the advantage on his side 
in his long fight for life, but the 
mystery unsolved and more con- 
founding than ever. 
_ The seven years have been quite 
parallel to the Biblical seven lean 
years to Wan. For nearly five of 
those years he was confined in 
“death row”’ in the District jail. 

“The first ray of hope that ap- 
peared for him was when the United 
States Supreme Court threw out his 
“confession’’ on the ground that it 
was obtained by third-degree meth- 
ods, resulting in a new trial] being 
granted him. Now whether the 
seven years shall have been seven 
years of grace from death, or just 
seven lean years of torture, will be 
determined at the new trial begin- 
ning this morning. 

“Wan has been fortunate in a 
way. Although a penniless outcast 
from his family, he has arrayed on 
his side the best legal talent in the 
United States. When the case was 
argued before the United States Su- 
preme Court, John W. Davis, Will- 
iam Cullen Dennis, Frederick D.

Knowledge of Whether Trust 
Exists or Could Be Formed 
Is Sought. 


OFFICIALS CONFIDENT 
THERE IS NO MERGER 


Continental Company Tells 
Trade Commission Monop- 
oly Is Not Possible. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The Department of Justice is con- 
ducting an investigation to deter- 
mine whether there is in existence 
any combination of baking com- 
panies which is restraining trade in 
violation of Federa] antitrust laws. 

Despite denials of a merger of 
the Continental, Ward and General 
Baking companies, Federal investi- 
gators are looking into aspects of 
such a project to ascertain what 
would be the economic effect of a 
consolidation of this magnitude. The 
department desires, through a can- 


vass of conditions in most of the 
larger eastern cities, to satisfy it- 
self whether an actual monopoly in 
the baking industry is possible. 
The Federal trade commission 
already has taken a hand in the 
baking situation by issuing a com- 
plaint against the Continental com- 
pany, and that concern has asserted, 
in its response, that no merger of 
monopolistic power is possible. The 
commission has set February 8 for 
a hearing on the Continental com- 
plaint, in which the Ward or Gen- 
eral companies are not mentioned. 


Reports Cause Inquiry. 
When reports of a $400,000,000 
merger project involving the three 
big companies first were published, 
Attorney General Sargent told 
newspaper correspondents he knew 


nothing about any move in the de- 
partment to determine whether a 
violation of the Federal antitrust 
‘law was’ threatened. Persistent 
‘reports that the merger was near 
icompletion, however, caused the de- 
‘partment to interest itself in the 
;}matter, and an under-cover exami- 
‘nation of conditions was begun. 

Both the Department of Justice 
‘and the Federal Trade Commission 
‘have satisfied themselves, officials 
‘said yesterday, that no merger of 
‘the Continental, Ward and General 
‘companies had been accomplished. 
‘Justice Department records, how- 
‘ever, were said to hold the case un- 
‘der the heading of a “‘contemplated 
merger,’ which in the future might 
'be the basis of Federal interven- 
tion. 

The investigation thus far ap- 
parently has been general! in char- 
acter to provide a full history of 
the industry for the department.

CRABBING IN DANGER, 
SAYS BUREAU REPORT 


Federal Experts Urge Closed 
Season and Curtailment 


in Nearby Waters. 
(By the Associated Press.) 
Crab fishing off the Virginia and 
Maryland coasts is in danger of be- 
coming an extinct industry, it was 
shown yesterday in reports sent to 
the governors of both States and to 
Secretary Hoover, by the bureau of 


fisheries. The catch for the past 
year has been reduced to 25,000,000 
pounds, as compared with over 50,- 
000,000 pounds in 1915. 

“If the fishery is to be rehabili- 
tated,” the report said, after detail- 
ing the facts, “the enactment of 
more stringent regulations is neces- 
sary,”” 

The total catch should be re- 
duced 30 per cent, the recommenda- 
tions said, and ‘sponge’ and 
“‘buckram’’ crabs should be given 
a permanent closed season. In- 
crease in powers for the State com- 
missions, it was said, for the en- 
forcement of these and similar pro- 
tective measures might bring back 
the productive capacity of the in- 
dustry.

Submission of army purchasing 
methods to a biennial critica] scrut- 
iny by a group of 15 business men 
picked from the key industries to 
which the War Department goes for 
its peacetime procurement needs, 
has been planned by Assistant Sec- 
retary of War MacNider. The first 
session of this business council, 
which has not yet been appointed, 
probably will be held in March. 

The plan carries a step furthér 
the business reorganization of the 
procurement work of the depart- 
ment inaugurated by Secretary 
Dwight Davis when he was Assist- 
ant Secretary. It contemplates set- 
ting up permanent machinery to 
determine that the supply bureaus 
of the department-——ordnance, 
quartermaster, air, engineers, med- 
ical and chemical warfare—obtain 
full value for every dollar spent. 
One of the tasks will be to see that 
the army’s purchasing methods are 
in line with the best practice in the 
commercial world. 

The methods of the supply bu- 
reaus in filling peace needs must be 
such as to lend themselves to an 
overnight expansion 10 or 20 fold 
without danger of a breakdown, in 
Mr. MacNider’s opinion, and he 
hopes to assure this through the 
efforts of the council, together with 
elimination of red tape.

Repeal of Flexible Provision, 
Giving Executive Revising 
Power, Is Sought. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The party-old tariff issue has 
been revived in the House by a num- 
who 
have introduced a score of bills 
proposing downward revision of 
rates. 

Although President Coolidge has 
declared against any revision of the 
tariff act at this session of Con- 
gress, the minority members are 
pinning their hope for action on a 


possible coalition with some mem- ; 


bers of the Republican farm group. 

Spokesmen of the farm bloc have 
openly threatened to join in a fight 
for a downward revision of tariff 


schedules unless farm relief legis- 
lation is enacted. 

Representative Hull, of Tennes- 
see, former chairman of the Demo- 
cratic national committee and a 
member of the House ways and 
means committee, which would have 
to consider any such legislation, has 
introduced a resolution to place the 
House on record in favor of tariff 
reduction. In addition he also has 
introduced several amendments pro- 
posing specific cuts in duties, 


Oldfield Plans Amendments. 


Supporting Mr. Hull, Representa- 
tive Oldfield, of Arkansas, also a 
member of the ways and means 
committee and chairman of the De- 
mocratic congressional committee, 
has advanced a series of amend- 
ments seeking reduced rates on a 
number of specific articles. Repre- 
sentative Wheeler, Democrat, New 
York, also has introduced a bill for 
a reduction in the import rates on 
food products. 

The revision proposals thus far 
introduced provide for: 

Repeal of the flexible provision 
allowing the President to revise the 
rate schedules as much as 50 per 
cent upon the recommendation of 
the tariff commission. The Presi- 


dent has used this provision in only 
a few instances, notably to increase 
the tariff on wheat by the maximum 
amount. 


Would Repeal Tire Levy. 


Reduction of the rates on alum 
inum,; woolen products, cotton tex- 
tiles, iron, steel, sugar, molasses 
coal importations from Canada 
live stock and poultry products, anc 
repeal of the 10 per cent tariff op 
rubber tires. 

Repeal of the eleven provisions in 
the tariff law permitting impositior 
of the penalties on countries having 
a nondiscriminatory tariff in excess 
of that imposed by the United 
States. These provisions apply to 
certain classes of timber, brick, 
printing paper, cement, coal, gun- 
powder and explosives.

Dr. William Edwin Safford, 66 
years of age, one of the leading 
botanists of the United States, and 
an authority on tropical plants, 
died, at his home, 3339 Mount 
Pleasant street northwest, yester- 
day afternoon. His death resulted 
from pneumonia aggravated by 
heart complications. 

He was born in Chillicothe, Ohio, 
in December, 1859. He was grad- 
uated from the United States Naval 
Academy in 1880. He was ap- 
pointed a commissioner to Peru and 
Bolivia for the Chicago exposition 
in 1891 and 1892. He strved in the 
Spanish-American war and in 1899 
and 1900 was vice governor of 
Guam. He left the navy and joined 
the scientific staff of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
in 1902. 

His last mission was as a dele- 
gate to the first Pan Pacific con- 
ference at Honolulu in 1920. 

His works include ‘‘The Chamor-

cotics and Stimulants of the An- 
cient Americans;’ ‘‘Natural His- 
tory of Paradise Key, Florida;’’

COMMUNISM IN MEXICO. 

Communism is going forward with its 
devilish work in Mexico. It is driving 
that country and the United States into 
a controversy. which may develop into a 
knockout fight between communism and 
republicanism in Mexico. 

In 1922 President Harding proposed to 
President Obregon that a treaty should 


to amend its constitution so as to afford 


foreign life and property, |

Then President Harding sent a commis- | 


sion to Mexico, which conducted negotia- | 
tions with a Mexican commission with a | 
view to according recognition to Obre- 
gon after obtaining assurances that for- 
eign life and property would be pro- 
tected. The Mexican commission placed 
an official interpretation upon the scope 
and meaning of proposed legislation to 
give effect to Article 27 of the constitu- 
tion, and this interpretation, constitut- 
ing a pledge by Mexico that it would not 
make its laws retroactive, was accepted 
by the American commission as an as- 
surance that American property rights 
would be protected. Claims conventions 
were agreed to, and President Coolidge | 
extended recognition to the Obregon gov- 
ernment on August 31, 1923. 
* a Calles succeeded to the presidency 
f Mexico in 1924, and placed communists 
in strong places in his administration. 
Since that time the communist influence 
has been at work tearing down the agree- 
ment under which the United States 
recognized the Mexican government and 
resumed diplomatic relations with it. The 
communists, either with President Calles’ 
consent or over his objection, have suc- 
ceeded in enacting land and mining laws 
which are retroactive, and which, if en- 
forced, will take away the property 
rights of Americans in Mexico. 
This has been done in the face of the 
warning uttered by Secretary Kellogg 
last year, in which he gave notice that 


the Mexican government was on trial and 


that ‘‘the United States will continue to | 


support the government in Mexico only | ay sg

If the government of Mexico were in 
thd firm grip of Gen. Calles, there would 
be reasonable hope of an amicable ad- 
justment. But he is obviously unable to 
check the communists who are hurrying 
the country to‘ destruction. The ele- 
ments which really control Mexico are so 
ignorant, so imbued with Russian com- 
munism, and so unscrupulous in pursu- 
ing their aims that they will probably 
persist in the attempt to take away 
American property and thus precipitate 
a clash with the United States. 

A respectable ‘portion ‘of the Mexican 
people detests the communist movement 
and would overthrow it if opportunity 
afforded. Many influential army officers 
are disgusted with the communization 
of the national army. It is quite pos- 
sible that the communist excesses will 
drive the Mexican people into revolt, in 
which case Calles would be succeeded by 
an executive willing to fulfill interna- 
tional obligations, and capable of doing 
.o If the Calles administration should 
proceed with its confiscatory plans, de- 
spite the American protest, it would be 
the duty of the United States to with- 
draw recognition, sever diplomatic rela- 


tions, and interpose no obstacle to a move- 
ment by the. Mexican people to set up a 
responsible republican government.

Dr. Frank H. Vizetelly,

NATURE'S SWEET RESTORER. 

The Mellon Institute of Industrial Research 
has selected twelve students who are to do 
nothing during a period of years but submit 
themselves as exhibits in an investigation into 
the causes and necessity for sleep. The twelve 
students are now living together in one house, 
“using specially constructed beds to which are 
attached instruments recording every change in 
posture.’’ Dr. Johnson, who has charge of the 
experiment, has contrived an instrument by 
which he thinks he can obtain a record of-the 
mental alertness of the subject. ‘‘This is used 
to determine the effect of fatigue on efficiency, 
too much time in bed, and effects of loss of 
sleep.’’ 

It is shrewdly suspected that Secretary Mel- 
ion is behind these experiments, and that the 
real object of the investigation is to ascertain 
how much longer some of the claims resting in 
the office of the comptroller general may be ex- 
pected to remain in a state of somnolence. In 
connection with these experiments it may not 
be out of place to call upon Mr. Thomas A. 
Edison, who is understood to liave solved the 
problem of existence without sleep. Mr. Edi- 
son is recognized as the foremost inventor of 
the century, and his evidence and advice on the 
subject of somnolence might give added value

After a letter is blocked out it is covered with | ° 


a coating of glue, on this glue is laid sheets 
of leaf gold. When dry the sign is brushed 
off and fine particles of the gold fall on the 
floor. The floor is carefully swept. Once each 
quarter these sweepings are sent to the assay 
office in Philadelphia, where they are refined. 
The returns are divided among the employes 
and on ‘‘clean-up day’’ the men take a holi- 
day. That is the custom in every sign shop. 
What do the returns amount to? Oh, from 
$5 to, $20 for each employe.” 

When the new mint was built in Denver 
there were installed in the basement big vats 
into which the water from the wash basin in 
the coinage rooms is drained. When this 
water settles it is siphoned off and the residue 
is dried and saved. Whenever there is a 
shortage in the bullion. account this dried 
residue is tefined and the result makes up 
the shortage. 

In South Omaha the superintendent of a 
big packing house had his curiosity aroused 
by the activities of men who were busily en- 
gaged near the mouth of a creek which 
emptied into the Missouri.

in the United States June 30 last, including 
8,072 national banks, 20,769 banks other than 


figures for 437 non-reporting private banks, 
was $60,469,400,000, exceeding the amount 
June 30, 1924, by some $4,022,000,000. 

The banking power of the country consists 
of the capital, surplus funds, and undivided 
profits, and certain classes of deposits of all 
banks, with the addition of national and Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank circulation, 

Of the total banking power June 36, 1925, 
national banks contributed $20,641,800,000, 
or 34 per cent; banks other than national, 
$35,092,000,000, or 58 per cent, and Federal 
Reserve Banks, $4,745,000,000, or about 8 
per cent. 

This moans thet the banks and credit insti- 
tutions of all kinds are able to sustain a na- 
tional business credit at one time of more 
than sixty billion dollars. This is a little less 
than one-fifth of the national wealth, and 
about equal to the estimated national income. 

No such ,.banking power has ever been 
known before in the world’s history.

Washington is leading the-coun- 
try in increased cost of foodstuffs, 


prevailing at present over prices 


current in 1913, according to fig- 
ures made public yesterday by the 
bureau of labor statistics of the De- 
partment of Labor. 

Although there has been a de- 
crease of: 1 per cent in prices of 


foodstuffs during the four-week 
period from November 15 to De- 
cember 15, 1925, it was shown that 
the price of foodstuffs in Washing- 
ton is still 72 per cent above 1913 
figures. 

In spite of the decrease during the 
month period, foodstuffs increased 
in Washington 8 per cent from De- 
cember 15. 1924. to December 165, 
1925. The increase during the past 
year, however, was not near as 
great in Washington as in other 
cities. 

Increases in Atlanta and Cincin- 
nati were 13 per cent, and in Omaha 
12 per cent. Only three cities out 
of 26 accounted for has smaller in- 
creases than Washington. These 
were Omaha, 7 per cent, and Dallas 
and Salt Lake City, 4 per cent. 

Washington has had one of the 
smallest decreases during the past 
month. Louisville and Portland, 
Maine, have had decreases during 
the four-week period of 3 per cent. 

The bureau has maintained a 
survey of prices in 51 cities since 
1913. New York is second to 
Washington with a 70 per cent in- 
crease since 1913, while Salt Lake 
City is last in the list with 40 per 
cent.

ON COOPERATIVE PLAN 


(Former Gov. Lowden Here as 
Chairman of Committee 
Editing Volume. 


TREATISE IS INTENDED 
FOR USE OF TEACHERS 
Meeting Is Preliminary to the 
Fourth National Confer- 
ence Here This Week. 


With a view toward having coop- 
erative marketing taught in the 
public schools of the nation, former 
Governor Frank O. Lowden, of IIli- 
nois; Aaron Sapiro, attorney for 
the cooperative marketing associa- 
tions, and a score of other coopera- 
tive experts and school teachiers, 
met in the Shoreham hotel yester- 
day and read and revised a xt 
book that they are preparing for 
use in the schools. / 

Mr. Lowden presided as chair- 
man of the joint committee of co- 
operative experts and teachers that 
are preparing the book. This is 
one of the many group meetings of 
the cooperatives, preliminary to the 
four-day session of the. Fourth Na- 
tional Cooperative Marketing con- 
ference that opens at the Lee house 
tomorow morning. 


Book Chapters Prepared. 


The department of rural edu- 
cation of the National Education 
association decided to prepare the 
text book at a meeting in Indian- 
apolis last year. Since that time 
‘the committeemen had _ prepared 
different chapters for the book 
and these were read, revised and 
discussed at the meeting of the 
committee yesterday. The _ pur- 
pose of the book is to give farm 
children a sympathetic  under- 
‘ standing of cooperative modes. of 
agricultural life, which the com- 
mittee believes to be the perma- 


nent type of farm aid for the fu-| 


ture. According to the committee, 
their motives are in part as fo)- 
lows: 

“‘Farmers can not get the money 
to support good schools, except as 
they get it out of their crops. 

“They cannot get it out of their 
crops until they cease dumping 
them individually at a loss, and 
begin to market them collectively 
at a profit. 

‘“‘Cooperative marketing develops 
more rapidly and more soundly 
where young farmers have been 
first educated to understand it. The 
proper education of the youth before 
they become members reduces the 
strain on membership contract, and 
on local morale.’’ 

The last sentence gives the real 
motive of the cooperative text book 
in a nutshell. 


Farm Experts Present. 


Among the nationally prominent 
farm experts who attended the 
meeting were Charles L. Christen- 
sen, of the cooperative marketing 
division of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment; E. G Nourse, chief of the 
agricultural division of the Insti- 
tute of Economics; Mrs. Kathryn 
Cook, of the United States bureau 
of education; Kenyon L. Butterfield, 
president of the Michigan State 
Agricultural college at Lansing, 
and Frank Evans, of Chicago, secre- 
tary of the American Farm Bureau 
federation. 

The meeting of this committee 
was closed, but general sessions of 
the four-day conference, starting 
tomorrow, will be open to the pub- 
lic. All sessions will be held in the 
Lee house, Fifteenth and L streets. 
Judge R. W. Bingham, of Louis- 
‘ville, Ky., publisher and owner of 
the Louisville Courier-Journal and 
Times, as chairman of the National 
Council of Farmers’ Cooperative 
Marketing Associations, will preside 
over the general sessions of the 
convention. Two hundred and fifty 
accredited delegates have made res- 
ervations at the local hotels to at- 
tend the conference, and that many 
more visitors from this city and 
Virginia and Maryland are expected 
to attend. 

Mr. Lowden will be the princi- 
pal speaker at the annual banquet 
of the conference Wednesday night 
at the Lee house, and Judge Bing- 
ham will be toastmaster. The con-

ference will close Friday, with com- 
mittee reports and election of offi- 
cers. 

Secretary of Agriculture William 
M. Jardine will address the confer- 
ence Thursday morningyon ‘‘What 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
is Doing and Going to Do for Co- 
operative Marketing.’’ Other promi-+ 
nent agriculturists on the program 
for addresses are Premier J.

Aaron Sapiro, J. C. Stone, presi- 
dent and general manager of the 
Burley Tobacco Growers Coopera- 
tive association; William H. Settle, 
president of the Indiana Farm Bu- 
reau Federation; Carl Williams, 
editor of the Oklahoma Farmer- 
Stockman: V. R. Dharwarkar, of 
Bombay, India, superintendent of 
the cotton cooperatives of that 
country, and Dr. Macy Campbell, 
of the Iowa State Teachers college, 
Cedar Falls, Iowa.

“(a) To determine and proclaim 
the material resources, industrial 
organizations and _ services over 
which government control is neces- 
sary to successful termination of 
such emergency and such control 
shall be exercised by him through 
agencies then existing or which he 
may create for such purposes; 

‘‘(b) To take such steps as may 
be necessary to stabilize prices of 
services and of all commodities de- 
clared to be essential, whether such 
services and commodities are re- 
quired by the government. or by the 
civilian population.”’ 


Davis Holds Plan Necessary. 


In his annual report, Secretary 
of War Davis said that such legis- 
lation is necessary to give effective- 
ness to the plans drawn up by the 
War Department for the mobiliza- 


tion of industry in time of war. 
The existing national defense act 
takes only a step in this direction 
by providing that the Secretary of 
War can fix the prices of articles 
needed for the army. The Presi- 
dent under existing ‘law can, 
through the Secretary of War, con- 
trol transportation and give priority 
to war needs. 

“In all our war plans,”’ said Sec- 
retary Davis, ‘‘we have tried to 
keep in mind the general principle 
that if we are ever again forced 
into war there will be no slackers 
and no profiteers. The national de- 
fense act, of course, divides in a 
sense the responsibility for this 
planning. It places the responsi- 
bility for military plans on the gen- 
eral staff, and the plannig of in- 
dustrial mobilization on the Assis- 
tant Secretary of War. But in 
order to make definite plans the 
staff should know what to rely on 
in the way of the number of men 
to be called or the way in’ which 
they will be called and the Assis- 
tant Secretary of War should know 
what controls will be given to the 
President, the commander in chief, 
over industry. We are assuming, 
of course, that there will be certain 
definite controls, such as the power 
to fix prices vested some place. 

“It seems to me that there are 
certain reasons of policy which 
make it advisable to have certain 
definite controls set out before the 
declaration of war. There is the 
argument in regard to the fixing 
of prices, that if wars are brought 
on by munition makers, as some 
people claim, the fact that there 
does exist in the government the 
authority to fix prices will do away 
with that inducement.

“There is also the argument that 
the power to fix prices would do 
away with the possibility or proba- 
bility, at least, of speculation in 
certain munitions before the out- 
break of war, and it seems to me 
there is a third point in regard to 
that, particularly in regard to the 
fixing of prices and that is the im- 
portance of stopping the vicious 
circle of rising prices before it 
starts. In other words.if you have 
to wait two or three months in or- 
der to pass an act of Congress giv- 
ing somebody the right to fix

R, FRANK STUBBLEFIELD, 
D superintendent of the South- 
ern Illinois hospital, is a 
hearty, hale, vigorous man, in spite 
of his more than 70 years. Many 


of his charges have criminal records. 


Many of them are under his care 
be¢ause they have committed mur- 
der and have been held mentally 
irresponsible. 
executed without further delay 
should Dr. Stubblefield pronounce 
them mentally responsible. He has 
charge of the phystcal and mental] 
health of more than 200 people. 

When asked his formula for keep- 
ing healthy in spite of the fact that 
he lives on borrowed time he gave 
the credit to walking. He has a 
pedometer, and he uses it. This in- 
strument shows that he has walked 
2,700 miles this year. He is given 
to long country walks. He makes 
use of the same method in keeping 
his charges well. The institution is 
set in a large yard, around which is 
an unscalable wall. The inmates 
are required to walk around this 
yard. They are in the open. air. 
Definite walking stunts are set for 
individual men and they are re- 
quired to do them daily.

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“TO STABILIZE CREDIT 
~AT A HIGHER LEVEL 


Financial District Sees Bene- 
fit in the Federal Re- 
serve Action. 


INDUSTRY. STILL UNDER 
INVENTORY-TAKING LULL 


Activity in Steel Trade Likely 
to Regain Normal Pace 
in Few Weeks. 


New York, Jan. 10 (By _ the 
Associated Press).——Business ex- 
pansion with its attendant demands 
for greater credit accommodation 
last week reached the pcint where 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York felt justified in advancing its 
rediscount rate from 3% to 4 per 
cent. This action was given added 


significance by the deliberate policy 
of the bank, which delayed the 
change through a period of rising 
bank rates elsewhere and tighten- 
ing money conditions until the in- 
crease in borrowings at this center 
threatened to impair its position. 

_ Working on the supposition that 
# well defined rate policy has been 
followed by the Federal Reserve 
Banks, the financial district is con- 
yinced’ that considerable good has 
been accomplished by the develop- 
ments of the past two months. The 
first upward revision inaugurated 
by the Boston bank early in No- 
vember, and quickly followed by in. 
terior banks, undoubtedly tempered 
stogk speculation and _ diverted 
money from. this channel into the 
country’s trade. Greater borrow- 
ing pressure as a result was thrown 
on the New York bank, which, by 
bringing its rate into alignment 
With those of other rese-ve banks, 
is expected to stabilize general 
credit operations at a higher level. 


Lull In Many Lines. 


‘Actual developments last week 
failed to give a true picture of the 
real business situation. In many 
lines the lull resulting from holiday 
Suspensions and _ inventory-taking 
still prevailed with manufacturers 
throttling activities preparatory. to 
outlining production and sales poli- 
cies for the new year. 

Simultaneous readjustments were 
under way in the financial markets 
which were flooded with returning 
money called into use at the end of 
the year. This gave an appearance 
of ease to the broad demand for 
credit and indicated that any de- 
termination of the real trend would 
have to await the natural processes 
of correction. 

Activities in the steel 
are not expected to regain their 
norinal pace for several weeks. 
New business began to taper off late 
in the year, but mill operations have 
been maintained at a fairly high 
level and are now only slightly be- 
low the preholiday mark. The 
weekly trade reviews reported a 
prevailing view that the mainte- 
nance of production on the present 
gcale would meet all midwinter de- 
mands of the consuming industries. 
Although pig iron production failed 
mo keep pace with the record out- 
put @f steel ingots in 1925, more 
furnaces are being blown in. 


Demand for Steel Still Heavy. 


The ‘potential demand for steel 
from important consumers, such 
as the automobile manufacturers 
and the railway equipment industry, 
remains large, although buying has 
been temporarily retarded by the 
holiday curtailment. Price readjust- 
ments which took place in the mo- 
tor field with the beginning of the 
new year gave promise of stimu- 
lating sales. 

So many records were established 
by the railroads in 1925 that the 
carriers might conceivably find it 
difficult to make favorable compari- 
fons during the current year. Yet 
an auspicious start has been made 
by most roads, with several] execu- 
tives predicting that new levels of 
postwar prosperity would be at- 
tained. 

The opening of the year in the 
textile industry found goods mov- 
ing rather slowly, but with all signs 
pointing to improvement in the sea- 
hag demand for all kinds of fab- 
ries.

Another factor now contributing 
to the ebbing interest of bond spe- 
culation, is the competition from 
new financing. The first week of 
the year saw more than $77,000,- 
000 in bond issues brought into the 
market compared with only $22,- 
000,000 in the closing week of 1925. 
Investment funds also were at- 
tracted to the $55,000,000 Na- 
tional Cash Register stock offering. 
Heavy oversubscription of both 
stock and bond issues attested to 
the large amount of money await- 
ing employment. 

Several foreign flotations as well 
as domestic corporation financing 
are expected to reach the market 
in time to catch the high tide of 
the January reinvestment demand. 
A midcontinent oil merger may 
bring $50,000,000 in new securities, 
while an Italian hydroelectric loan 
has been tentatively placed at 
$20,000,000. Loans of $40,000.- 
000 or so are under consideration 
by South American countries, in- 
cluding Uruguay and Chile.

IME was when John Crimson Harvard, now kicked and otherwise 
gk manhandled by even lowly colleges, heretofore looked down upon, 

ruled the country’s lime slatted battlefields. They were the hal- 
cyon days when the late Percy Haughton gripped the reins of the mighty 
Harvard teams. When a Brickley, a Casey, a Mahan, or an Owen ran 
wild through Princeton and Yale and all-American elevens were splash- 
ed with crimson. 

Football scribes lauded the Haughton system, from coast to coast. 
Harvard was the last word in football. The famous system was but a 
triple threat play, a superplayer placed in an attacking formation where 
he might kick, pass, or run the ball with equal skill. The opposing 
teams were only partially prepared to meet one of them and Crimson 
triumphs resulted. It was psychology, pure and’ simple. We cannot 
help but wonder if Harvard's success in those days would have been any- 
thing but mediocre if Haughton had not. been blessed with such wonder- 
ful stars as Brickley, Mahan, Casey, Owen and Hardwick. Without 
Red Grange, INinois would have been helpless. Zuppke used the red head 
much the same as Haughton used his great backs and with even greater 
success. Percy Haughton’s success did not follow him to Columbia. 
Koppische, Columbia’s. great halfback, was a great player but could 
scarcely be called a Mahan. Football players are born and not made 
and although Percy Haughton is considered one of the best coaches on 
record, he could do no more than the next man without material. 

Knute Rockne, great mentor of Notre Dame, who has coached almost 
unbeatable South Bend ebevens for years, perhaps developed the great- 
est team ever representing a college in 1924. They swept everything 
before them from the Atlantic to the Pacific. The last glorious ride of 
the four horsemen of Notre Dame over Leland Stanford on the coast 
will always be remembered as long as the game lasts. Experts of the 
sport have conceded that Crowley, Layden, Miller and Stuhldreher was 
the greatest backfield that ever ran a ball. Rockne’s teams are light, 
| but he instills such fire, fight and football into his teams each year that 
they are feared on every gridiron. : 
| They are machines and not one-man aggregations. When Harvard 
; uncovers another superman fin moleskins, they may again rule the big 
ithree. They might again reach the heights if they could get a Knute 
Rockne.

PROGRAM IN ROUSE 


$600,000 Project Is Expected 
‘ to Revive Fight Over | 
Fiscal Relations. | 


ZIHLMAN IS HOPEFUL 
FOR RORSUPFORT BILL | 


Transfer of Abandonment 
Cases to Juvenile Court Has 
nUSToIES Backing. 


With the $600,000 Rock Creek- 
Potomac parkway project upper- 
most on the calendar, the District 
will have its first day in the House 
today. Besides this measure, Rep- 
resentative Zihlman, chairman of 


the House District committee, 
hopes to get through the measure 
which would give the juvenile 
court jurisdiction over abandon- 
ment and nonsupport cases. 

The parkway bill, however, 
promises an airing of, the peren- 
hial question of fiscal relations 
between the District and Federal 
governments with consequent dan- 
ger to the success of the first Dis- 
trict legislation to be presented at 
this session. 

As the bill awaits House con- 
sideration it is unopposed in that 
it provides that the $600,000 
necessary to acquire lands to com- 
plete the system of parks should 
come from District appropriations. 
Local civic influences have entered 
the situation, however, to have the 
Federal government pay for half 
of the project, and these influ- 
ences are expected to find expres- 
sion in the consideration of the 
bill today at least to the extent of 
filling the record with words. Rep- 
resentative Blanton, of Texas, is 
prepared vigorously to combat any 
Federal support and in so doing to 
tell the new members of the House 
just how ‘‘well’’ Washington has 
fared in the past. 


Arousing of Ill-will Feared. 


There is a majority of the com- 
mittee in favor of some Federal 
support in the project, but this 
Same majority sees nothing but 
futility and possibility of engen- 
dering ill will between Congress 
and the District in pressing for it. 
Chairman Zihlman realizing as he 
sees it, the well nigh impossibility 
of having Congress go further in 
District fiscal affairs than the 
lump sum contribution, is outward- 
ly displeased at the continued agi- 
tation on the subject. 

It is his hope to get through a 
brvad, progressive program for the 
NXiistrict at this session and he feels 
that agitation for the return of the 
60-40 fiscal relationship is doing 
nothing but spreading ill-will and 
jeopardizing the legislative pro- 
gram. 

Those who have been most active, 
however, in continuing the agitation 
see in the passage of the park- 
way bill, as it now stands, the 
first writing of the lump sum prin- 
cipal into substantive law. In other 
words, adoption of the measure 
without provision for Federal sup- 
port will be the first recognition in 
substantive law that the lump sum 
plan is in vogue. 


Lump Sum Favored. 


In this connection, 
Chairman Madden, of the House 
appropriations committee, made 
known as late as Saturday his firm 
conviction that a law would be en- 
acted at this session prescribing a 
lump sum figure. 

The indications are that the so- 
called nonsupport bill will go 
through virtually unchallenged, al- 
though it is noteworthy that the 
District commissioners in’ passing 
upon it did not expressly approve 
it, but concurred in the corporation 
counsel’s report that it would be 
legal. 

It 


however, 


is sought by social welfare 
agencies. At present fathers, fail- 
ing to support their children or 
abandoning them, must be indicted. 
The bill seeks by reducing the 
uature of their offense to a mis- 
demeanor to bring them within the 
jurisdiction of the. juvenile court. 
The welfare agencies contend that 
they can get further with this 
lighter sentence in dealing with the 
abandonment and nonsupport cases. 

Some new members of the com- 
mittee were surprised when the 
plan was’ submitted to them, 
though, making the observation 
that it was unusual.

70 WORK LIKE MEN 


300 tb March to White House 
Next Sunday After Belasco 
Theater Meeting. 


IS CALLED HINDRANCE 


Eight-Hour Law Is Said by 
Some to Have Cost Them 
Their Jobs. 


Three hundred working women, 
representing all trades and profes- 
sions, will form a deputation whieh 
will march to the White House at 
the conclusion of an equal rights 
mass meeting next Sunday after- 
noon in the Belasco theater, to 


leave with President Coolidge their 
petition for a ‘‘square deal and 
equal opportunity with men” in 
the industrial world, unhampered 
by so-called ‘“‘welfare’’ laws for 
women. 

Mrs. Maud Bradbury, of this city, 
a druggist, ‘‘whose work is ham- 
pered by the eight-hour law for 
women in the District,’’ will be a 
member of the deputation, accord- 
ing to announcement from the Na- 
tional Women’s party yesterday. 
Challenging the whole theory of 
special legislation for ‘‘protection’’ 
of women, these women, several of 
whom declare they have lost good 
jobs through the operatoin of such 
laws and now are forced to engage 
in harder and more poorly paid 
work, are coming to Washington 
to ask President Coolidge to give 
consideration to their point of 
view, based on experience in the in- 
dustrial world. 


Object to Special Laws. 


They will urge that women no 
longer be regarded as a class 
apart in industry, who can enter 
the industria) field only by per- 
mission of the government and 
under restrictions laid down by 
national and State government. 

Mrs. Edith Houghton Hooker, 
Baltimore, chairman of the Na- 
tional Council of the Women’s 
Party and a cousin of Alanson B. 
Houghton, American ambassador 
at London, will preside at the 
meeting. Speakers will include 
Josephine Casey, Chicago, mem- 
ber of and former organizer of the 
American Federation of Labor;

The result,of the inquiry as to 
101 students in the institution, pre- 
pared by Prof. Amy Howes, and 
made public last night by the 
women’s bureau of the Labor De- 
partment, showed that about half 
of the women so enrolled had to 
contribute to family support and 
that a fifth were the sole carriers 
of such a burden.

MOTHERS’ PENSION 
BILL AUTHOR WILL 
EXPLAIN FEATURES 
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Representative Keller to Ad- 
dress Social Agencies Coun- 
cil This Afternoon. 


MRS. UFFORD, CHAIRMAN, 
PRAISES PROPOSED PLAN 


Declares That Widows’ Allow- 
ance Would Be Safequard- 
ing of Citizenship. 


Representative Oscar Keller. of 
Minnesota, will address members of 
the Washington Council of Social 
Agencies this afternoon at the Bur- 
ington hotel on the mothers’ pen- 
sion law bill introduced by him at 
this session of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

The bill, which has the approval 
of the District commissioners and 
the public welfare code commission, 
provides for a pension for widows 
who would otherwise have to give 
up their children or bring them up 
under conditions of extreme pov- 
erty. 


Declares Need of Pension. 


According to Mrs. Walter 
Ufford, chairman of the committee 


on the family of the Washington 
Council of Social Agencies, this pen- 
sion is one of the most needed 
things in the District. Heretofore 
there has been no public provision 
for the needy widows with children, 
who would have to part with their 
children,.in many instances, were it 
not for private organizations. 

Mrs. Ufford says that the pension 
is not a sentimental caring for the 
widows, but is a safeguarding of the 
future citizenship. Authorities on 
the subject all agree that the child 
is given a better training and de- 
velopment in the family circle than 
in an institution, she says. The 
necessary give and take of living 
with its own family develops quali- 
ties that can not be gained in an in- 
stitution, according to Mrs. Ufford. 


To Administer Bill 


The administration of the law in 

Washington will rest in the hands 
of the Board of Charities until the 
creation of the public welfare com- 
mission, a bill for the formation of 
which is before Congress at present, 
according to Mrs. Ufford. She fur- 
ther says that the bill as prepared 
for the District is somewhat better 
than similar laws in the 40 other 
States that have such legislation, 
5s no limit is set on the welfare 
| worker. 
This means: that, after consider- 
| ing the actual resources of the fam- 
‘ily, such as aid from relatives, 
‘churches and organizations, the 
worker can fix a sum that will in- 
sure the proper care and education 
of the child, Mrs. Ufford states. 
This, according to her, is much bet- 
ter than the usual plan of setting 
a rate of so much per child and 
trusting to luck that the amount 
will be sufficient for the proper 
care of the child. 

The bill provides for trained 
workers, with necessary qualifica- 
tions, and for the supervision of the 
family so that failure to give proper 
care by the mother can be discerned 
and proper measures taken for cor- 
rection.
